New Police Radio 
Ready for Air— 
But No Receivers 


Menlo Park police department’s 
new radio transmitter is installed 
and ready to go on the air, but it 
doesn’t have anybody to broad- 
cast to. 

That’s because receivers, to be 
put in the city’s patrol cars, have 
n't been installed as yet. 

When finally placed in opera- 
tion, the new transmitter will send 
dispatches to both Atherton and 
Menlo Park cars. Another trans- 
mitter, operating on the same fre- 
quency, is being installed by Palo 
Alto police for contact with cars 
of that city as well as Stanford. 
This means, officers explained, 
that the agencies will be able to 
monitor each others’ calls. 


The receivers are to be installed 
by some time next week, accord- 
ing to Police Chief George Potter. 

Menlo Park’s new radio is, like 
the Menlo Park Fire District’s, to 
broadcast on FM. Although this 
reduces range so the station can 
be heard only as far as Belmont, 
according to Installing Engineer 
Frank J. Bella, it features better 
reception because intereference is 
cut to a minimum.

Menlo Park city council Tues- 
day night introduced an orii- 
nance to rezone several acres in 
the Linfield Oaks development, 
at the corner formed by San 
Francisquito creek and: the 
Alma street-Southern Pacific 
right-of-way, from its long-time 
professional-administrative (C-1 
classification to single-family 
residence and apartment house 
use.

Even the family dog, a collie 
named Sunny Boy, has gotten 
into the act and reminds his 
human friends that the ’coons 
are around whenever they’re on 
the shelf to be fed. 


It all started, Mrs. Andrus re- 
calls, when a raccoon dubbed 
Johnny started to make calls, 


after supper, to get kitchen 
scraps. The creature came for 
several weeks and then brought 
four children with her. 

“So she wasn’t Johnny Coon, 
after all,’ comments Mrs. Andrus.

During the years since, new 
baby coons appear every July. 

The older raccoons disappear, 
one by one, apparently going off 
to seek their fortunes in other 
parts of the Peninsula’s fast disap- 
pearing back country.

“We once rolled an apricot in 
mud and set it out for the animals. 
We leit a bowi of water on the 
shelf, too. The animals just ate the 
apricot as it was, washed their 
paws in the bowl and then drank 
the water.” 

The couple has cther pets, too. 
OTHER ‘DINERS’ 

Both grey and black squirrels 
have been encouraged to visit the 
feeding shelf by the kitchen win- 
dow, and appear every day to col- 
lect a stipend of sunflower seeds 
and other delicacies. 

Birds can feel free to warble 
undisturbed on ihe trees, because 
there are no cats in the neighbor- 
hood. 


The Andrus’ are rockhounds, 
also, and sometimes take their 
house trailer to distant parts. 


Neighbors take over the feeding 
chores, reassuring the furred and 
feathered friends that they’re wel- 
come as usual.
